The office has-been vacant since the 
resignation of Mr. Mead some three 
months ago. Mr. Patterson should 
make good in the office. He has the 
necessary enterprise and public 
spirit. With cordial support his ad¬ 
ministration of the office should be 
one to bring results. 

Among the subjects discussed was 
the matter of an advertising fund, 
which has been discussed in the News 
of late. Opinions differed as to the 
best means of raising such a fund, 
or on whom should fall the c hief bui - 
den of cost for an adverttsing cam-" 
paign. 

One plan, favored by Mr. Dietz 
and others, was for a general assess¬ 
ment, to be levied somewhat after 
Ihe manner of the assessments for 
the raising of the bonus for the in- 
terurban line. Of course there could 
be nothing compulsory about the pay¬ 
ment of such an assessment. But 
some thought the response would be 
very general if the matter were pre¬ 
sented to all alike and in the right 
way. 

As a result of the discussion, 
Messrs. A. S. Mead, L. Dietz and N. 
IT. Hosmer were appointed as a com¬ 
mittee to devise some plan for rais¬ 
ing money and present it to the board.

To the Editor—I have before me 
a clipping from your paper, August 
20 issue, which is headed “White 
Scale Appears.” 

Would like to state that the lady¬ 
bird mentioned in said article, the 
Vedalia cardinalis—is propagated 
and distributed by this department 
free of charge to all applicants. Since 
the introduction of this Coccinellid 
this particular insect pest has not 
been considered as a pest, in fact we 
have a very hard time to keep enough 
scale on hand to prorogate the Veda¬ 
lia and when applications are re¬ 
ceived we are compelled to write back 
to the applicant and request him to 
gather us a box of the infested 
branches and forward by express, at 
our expense, in order to have food 
on hand so that we may keep a sup¬ 
ply of the Vedalia cardinalis on hand 
for distribution.

boxes of the infested branches we 
will gladly forward colonies of the 
natural enemies to such parties. Will 
be very glad to get the scale for 
feed and the lady-birds (Vedalia) 
sent in return will soon clean out the 
pest.

Central avenue. Examination of the 
trees yesterday showed some of the 
scale to be still present, though in 
no larger numbers, apparently. Some 
of the infested branches will be for¬ 
warded to the State Insectary in re¬ 
sponse to the request of Mr. Carnes, 
if the insect proves to be tne re .1 
white scale the Vedalia cardinalis 
will be given a chance to show what 
it can do. 

FOREST FIRES GENERAL 

Forest and brush fires have been 
numerous and threatening during the 
week. Fire was first reported in the 
neighborhood of Mt. Paeifico, fifteen 
or twenty miles north of Mt. Wilson, 
from where the fire could be plainly 
seen. After burning fiercely for a 
day or two and after all the available 
rangers had been started in that di¬ 
rection to fight the fire, the smoke 
disappeared and the fire apparently 
burned itself out. Later another fire 
appeared in the neighborhood of 
Coldbrook, above Rincon. The rang¬ 
ers who had started for Mt. Paeifico 
were accordingly ordered to the 
scene of the new fire. 

On Monday night Sierra Madre was 
treated to a display of considerable 
magnitude when a big grass and 
brush fire attained headway on the 
Puente Hills, aeross San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley. The fire could be seen burning 
fiercely over a stretch a mile or two 
long. A few abandoned oil derricks 
in the path of the fire enlivened the 
spectacle with unusually high bursts 
of flame. Ihe fire burned most of

*ake approximately $25,000,000 to 
retire the securities of The Edison 
Electric Company, leaving $35,000,- 
000 of available securities for sale 
from time to time to take care of 
the growth of the business of the new 
company in Los Angeles, and the 
twenty-five cities and towns of South¬ 
ern California in which the company 
operates. 

So rapid and phenomenal has been 
the growth of the electric business, 
there will be a necessity for the de¬ 
velopment of more water power in 
Kern, Tulare, and San Bernardino 
counties, where the corporation lias 
a number of the most valuable water 
rights on the coast, and to buy the 
latest and most improved generating 
apparatus which is a very expensive 
factor in the electric business, be¬ 
cause the machinery which may be 
the best now, may be out of date 
within a year or two and have to be 
replaced with something new and up 
to date, in order to meet competi¬ 
tion. 

On Wednesday night 35,000 horse¬ 
power from the Kern River plant, 
which has been out of service for re¬ 
pairs for about seven months, wns 
turned on, and will give the company 
a surplus of power for the present, 
ant will not render any immediate 
power development necessary. The 
company was able during the seven 
months which the Kern River plant 
was undergoing repairs to supply 
its demands in Los Angeles and 
twenty-five other points, without 
causing the slightest inconvenience 
to consuemrs, so the 35,000 addi¬ 
tional horse-power thrown on to the 
lines can practically be considered 
as an additional capacity. Now that 
this enormous amount of power, 
which is practically equal to all of 
the current consumed for power pur¬ 
poses in Los Angeles, is available, 
t.he company will, of course, shut 
down its steam plants, which are 
simply maintained for auxiliary pur¬ 
poses, and are found by experience to 
be much more expensive to operat.3. 

At the rate which the consumption 
of electricity is increasing, it was nec¬ 
essary to provide this large amount 
of additional capital to meet the de¬ 
mands that may be said to be already 
in sight. Its adautation to manufac¬ 
turing and domestic uses, indicates 
that it is only a question of a short 
time before the water rights acquired 
by the Southern California Edison 
Company will have to be developed.

Mr. Fath’s particular lines of re¬ 
search at Mt. Wilson is a study of 
electrical conditions in some of the 
spiral nebulae. Most News reader 
probably do not know very much 
about the spiral nebulae. Neither 
does the editor. Neither does any 
one else. While he is still a young 
man. Prof. Fath probably knows as 
much about them as any one. The 
particular line of work he is now 
pursuing furnished the subject for 
his doctor’s thesis at Berkeley and 
prior to that there had been no sys¬ 
tematic work done at any of the ob¬ 
servatories. 

There are several kinds of nebulae 
in the heavens. But the spiral neb¬ 
ulae are very classy and exclusive, 
not to speak disrespectfully of the 
rest. They offer some of the most 
difficult problems the astronomers 
have to deal with. They are so re¬ 
mote and so minute in appearance 
that the utmost skill is required to 
get on any kind of terms with them. 
Mr. Fath’s work is carried on with 
the 60-inch glass and some of his 
photographs require exposures on sev¬ 
eral successive nights. 

When asked if any of the observa¬ 
tory staff would devote their atten¬ 
tion to Halley’s comet on its ap¬ 
proach this fall, Mr. Fath said that 
would be left to observers who make 
a specialty of that sort of thing and 
who are not so well equipped for 
some other lines of work which the 
Mt. Wilson observers are pursuing 
with great success. 

The return of this great coiner, 
which was mentioned in the News re¬ 
cently, has been heralded from two 
observatories within the week, hav¬ 
ing been seen first at one of the Ger¬ 
man observatories and later at the 
Lick Observatory. From now on it 
will be a spectacle of increasing in¬ 
terest till it becomes visible to the 
unaided eye of the untrained ob¬ 
server. 

Neither will the Mt. Wilson ob¬ 
servatory pay much attention to Mars 
on his present visit within 35,000,000 
miles of the earth. This work will, 
like the study of the comet, be left 
to the specialists in that line else¬ 
where. “There are a lot of prob¬ 
lems more interesting than Mars,” 
laughed Mr. Fath in reply to the 
question. However, he admitted hav¬ 
ing taken a short look at the planet 
of the war god one night, just for 
amusement.

City Journal remarks that a good 
deal was printed about M. Harriman 
during his life that will not be re¬ 
peated now. It will not be repeated 
because most of it was not true, and 
when a man is dead and out there is 
no object in repeating false charges 
against him. The things that were 
said against Mr. Harriman when he 
was alive grew, many of them, out 
of the fact that when he touched a 
property it immediately became more 
valuable and he capitalized and bond 
ed those increased values. The same 
thing happened to the steel business 
when Morgan took hold of It. To say 
that those values are speculative and 
fictitious is not to tell the whole 
truth. The same thing is happen¬ 
ing every day in every city in the 
country, on a small scale only. A 
man of ability takes hold of a busi¬ 
ness that is down at the heels. With¬ 
in a twelve months it may be worth 
twice as much as when he took it, 
and others may actually be willing to 
Invest in it on that basis. The value 
added may be real. The same thing 
happens even among farmers. A run 
down farm is taken hold of by an 
enterprising man. In a few years he 
has the land rejuvenated and he may 
be able to sell it for twice what he 
paid for it. 

It is simply the application of 
brains to business. It is given to sorae^ 
men to aave the magic touch which 
revives and creates values in proper¬ 
ties. All do not have it, but those 
who do have it are greatly favored. 
I'hese benefits are not for themselves 
merely, but for whole communities. 

T he man who can create a business 
ana make it grow, so that it con¬ 
sumes products and employs labor is 
a great benefactor. Arrogance and 
even selfishness are sometimes found 
in such men and prejudices are easily 
aroused against them, but they are 
benefactors, nevertheless. When their 
operations are on a gigantic scale, 
such as those of the Morgans and the 
Harrimans, we may even go so far as 
to call them enemies of tne public. 
But that conclusion may not be juat, 
either to the men criticised or to the 
public benefitted.
